MEANS~MUCH TO ROADS 


Iifternrban Lines Under Juris- 


diction of the State-Rate 


Commission. 


MADISON, Oct. 1.—In response to a 


letter of inquiry the Wisconsin state 
railroad rate, commission-yesterday re- 
ceived an opinion from the attorney gen- 
eral in which that official holds that all 
street railways extending 
beyond 
the 


limits of a city or village are under the 
jurisdiction of the commission. 


This interpretalion of the law is of 


wide importance, as it will, if sustained 
by the courls, give the rale commission 
power to rogylr.te rates and service, on 
all intcrurban railways in the state. 


"I am unable," says the attorney gen- 


eral in winding up,his opinion, "to es- 
cane the conclusion that the aet (statute 
creating rate commission and denning 
its powers) does apply to all railroads 
except street and electric railroads en- 
gaged 
soley in the transportation 
of 


passengers within a city and private rail- 
ways not doing business as common car- 
riers." 


OF CONCERN TO INTERURBANS. ' 
Just at this lime when interurbnn rail- 


ways are practically in Hie iirsl stage of 
their development in Wisconsin, when 
many new ones arc in course of con- 
struction 
or about to be 
constructed, 


nnd when the exploitation of the re- 
sources of many parts of the. state is 
dependent on such roads, tho ruling of 
the attorney general and the action of 
the rate commission under it can be eas- 
ily realized as being of deep concern lo 
virtually all of the citizens of the stale.

LONDON, Oct. 1.—Lieut. Damant and 


Gunner Catto, from II. JI. S. Spanker, as 
the outcome of naval investigation of 
deep sea diving, have-just descended in a 
Scottish loch in diving suits to the depth 
of thirty-live, fathoms-,, or 210 feet, a rec- 
ord for the. liritish isles,, and probably 
for the wonJ, althou.ili greater depths 
are said to have been- reached by the 
.pearl divers of Australasia. 


Former records were held by.employes 


of Jlessro. Sicbe and' Gorman, London, 
who. in a patent dress, descended IS!) 
and 102 feet. A diver :who went dovm 
204 feet was killed bj-'Coming too quick- 
ly to the surface. That illustrates the 
real clanger to which the diver is ex- 
posed. 


Below the sea level there is an addi- 


tional pressure of three atmospheres, and 
the blood, which is a fluid having no 
chemical attraction for at least one of 
the constituents of th? air, nitrogen, will 
dissolve four times as much nitrogen as 
it would at atmospheric .pressure. Sup- 
pose, then, the diver stays -down below 
the'water at this pressure until his blood 
is saturated with as much nitrogen as it 
can hold, and mipposo that he suddenly 
comes to the surface, ns soon as the pres- 
sure is taken off the blood will effervesce 
like 
the soda water bottle, into 
the 


heart nnd veins of the diver. If large 
quantities of the bubbles lodge in the 
heart, the diver will be killed almost at 
once; if they lodge in the spine ho will 
get paralysis—diver's .palsy; if in the 
joints bo will 'get pains in the joints or 
bends. 


It is probable that it will be found 


that the chief precautions recommended 
by the naval committee now experiment- 
ing mil relate to the prevention of the 
effervescing of the blood and will lie in 
Uic direction of a slow ascent, so that 
the bubbles can be eliminated by the 
lungs in a natural manner.

Gen. Funston, who arrived here yester- 
day on the Olivette, boarded the United 
States llngship Louisiana this morning 
and conferred with Captain 'Coudenan, 
commander of the naval forces and other 
naval officers. The general said he was 
ready for whatever might occur and was 
simply awaiting orders. 


.WASHINGTON, Sept. 28—Peaceful in-

'cd :by Acting Secretary Oliver and many 
joffiders nt tbe war department to be the 
ipi'.dbalile outcome of tfie Cuban trouble'.' 
Intervention is regarde'd by these o'fll- 
Icials today as almost Inevitable, but'in 
jspile of the unfavorable dispatches from' 
'jTn'vnn'a they cling1 'to "tire1 idea that the 
sending of large'bodies of troops'to 
iClib'ii 'will not be necessary and feel that 
•Sett-etarr Taft 'will' 'establish a tempbr-

American navy. 


NO MORE TROOPS NEEDED. 


It is generally believed in Washington 


that the secretary of war will find -the 
marines and blue 'jackets now in Cuba 
and preparing to go there capable of 
guarding Havana and neighboring cities 
pending the holding of a new election 
anil the placing of the Cuban, govern- 
ment on a satisfactory, basis. 
Acting 


Secretary Oliver said today that he bus 
no. doubt that the rural,.guards will co- 
operate with the American marines and 
blue jackets in quieting leaders who may 
take to the bush and' make trouble. 


DO NOT EXPECT RIOTING. 


Regardless of the threats of dynamit- 


ing made by turbulent leaders in Cuba 
American army officers do not share the 
opinion that serious rioting will follow 
American intervention. Although ma- 
rines and blue jackets are not 
fully 


equipped lor service in the field at long 
distance from the ship's! they can be dis- 
tributed very generally from Havana, by 
rail as lenlage. and' other supplies were 
sent with some of'the marine detach- 
ments. Keeping in touch with their 
ships by roil,-the marines can do guard 
duty very satisfactorily at points where 
disgruntled leaders may threaten the 
property and lives of foreigners. 


CAUSE LEAST-'..TURMOIL. 


The marines arc ahyays spoken of as, 


diplomatic soldiers because they can land 
in any part of the world and protect 
American interests without causing the 
excitement that a detachment of sol- 
diers always produces on foreign soil. An 
army always smacks of a foreign invas- 
ion, but marines and blue jackets do not 
cause such alarm. Consequently it is be- 
lieved that Secretary Taft who is pro- 
eminent as a diplomatist, will not cull 
for troops until all hope of handling the 
situation with the navy is lost. 


WILL NEED POWERFUL ARMY. 
In the opinion of some.army officers 


the interior of Cuba will be come hostile, 
shortly after intervention and conditions 
will arise which nothing less than a pow- 
erful army can meet, but even the most 
pessimistic officers do not believe the 
army will be dragged into the Cuban 
muddle 'for several weeks. Preparations 
for the movement of tropps at short no- 
tieo have not been abated in the least, 
however, and nothing is lacking, but 
•transports for the immediate sending of 
troops to the unhappy republic. 


If Taft said, as he is reported, that 


the Cuban election was rotten, it was 
the full warrant for his examining the 
rebel generals. When factionalism is on 
the rack both sides need a careful exam- 
ination. .

accomplished on some other lines is not 
estimated. There are exceeding a hund- 
red different vegetable productions from 
which alcohol can be produced. Practic- 
ally everything grown has more or less, 
but tomato parings, potatoes, pea hulls, 
and other hulls, banana skins, corn cobs, 
arc mentioned from which alcohol may 
be manufactured. 


Unfortunately for all this the farmer 


will be utterly unable to take the full 
advantage or anywhere near it. 
The 


law is very strict and regulates the man- 
ufacture of spirits and while the new 
law permits alcohol to 
be denatured, 


that is, rendered undrinkable, yet it ca.n 
only bo done at a regular distillery with 
every appliance the law 
requires for 


such. 
A brandy distillery says an ac- 


count could be used (hiring the' fruit 
season and then by providing cistern 
room warehouses, it i-milil be used for 
fchi.-i denatured alcohol during the rest 
of the year. -But the regular grain and 
uiolussio"* distilleries could not be so us- 
ed, though'alVaJcohol desired could be 
denatured on request and then with- 
drawn for. sale. A distilling plant could 
be attached to a .fruit 
and vegetable 


packing plant with an estimated cost of 
3 cents per gallon for alcohol extracted 
*rom corn .cobs,, but \such 
distilleries 


could only be, built and operated under 
the present strict laws, though all alco- 
hol desired could be denatured as the 
law provides. 


Kecent decisions from the treasury de- 


partment upon this subject gives tho

There has been no change in the lav 


relating to the manner in.which alcoho 
uuiv be manufactured. The. distiller) 
must be constructed in the manner no«

The denatured alcohol law sunp,ij 


provides that alcohol manufactured in 
the usual -manner at registered distil 
cries may be withdrawn from bond free 
of tax for denaturing purposes, and inaj 
be put upon the market after it has been 
denatured -so that .it can not be usci 
as a beverage, or in the manufacture o 
liquid medicinal preparation*. 


Tho problem of how to .preserve the 


alcohol in'the stalks until such time as 
they can be handled without Intcvinrhij, 
with the -rush incident to the packiu? 
season could -be solved ,by the construe 
tion of silos where the juices cquhl^ bi 
preserved, or some method of drying 
looking to tliu subsequent utilization o 
the product.

The fact that there are now over 101 


articles of inanfacturc into which th 
use of alcohol enters makes it all th 
more important that these waste pro 
ducts of the farm and factory should b 
converted into a marketable commodity 
In addition to these, there arc the *hre 
principals which it provides for in th 
jrti-ni of light heat ami power. Already 
llie manufacturer of gasoline engines ha 
made his investigations iiud experiment 
looking to the near conversion of th 
small gasoline engine into one eraploj 
'ing alcohol, with as few changes as ar 
possible. The portable engines so muc 
in use on the farm for pumping wo-tot 
cleaning grain, chopping wood and. doin 
various other farm work can be made t 
do the work by a few slight changes.

PROSPEROUS JAPAN. 


Our trade with Japan is slowly dc- 


ircasing, slowly a.nd surely, not because 
of any*tariff causes, but because of Jhe 
over increasing ability of Japan to pro- 
duce her own needs in all lines. This has 
been the case in practically all avenues 
of 
manufactures even including the 


building of great'magnificent vessels of 
war, for while at one time Japan bought 
her iron dads on the outside, alie now 
manufactures every one of 
her 
'own. 


Thus we sold to Japan in 1005 goods 
worth 50,193,200 yen, a' Japanese yen be- 
ing equal to about fifty cents in gold, 
and in 1300 we sold to Japan but 34,- 
105,502 yen. We bought from Japan in 
1005 goods worth 33,427,082 yen, and 
in 190C our purchases from Japan reach- 
ed 30,500,504 yen. So we enlarged in the 
buying and decreased in the selling. 


But Japan is decreasing her buying 


with other countries us well, and increas- 
iug her sales-. The exports, that is sales 
of Japan to foreign countries in 1005 
amounted to 1111,330,850 yen of which as 
stated the United States received 33,- 
427,082 yen and in 100G the exports were 
140,470,205 yen, the share of this coun 
try bring 30,500,504 yen. As to imports 
that is, the purchases of Japan from oth 
CT.,countries Japan in 1005 bought 238, 
228,082 yen's worth, .our share "being, 50, 
193,200 "yen, and in 1000 the amount 
was ISD.CflS.Sni-'yen the United States 
coming in for. but 34,105,562 yen,

Our forces will preserve order and the 


temporary 
or provisional 
government 


under our control, and if the Cubans can 
come to a realizing sense of what stands 
:or their needs if they arc to continue 
as an independent'government, they will 
speedily take such steps as may assure 
us they may resume their full sovereign- 
ty. If not and a period suffices to indi- 
cate order cannot be restored, and they 
cannot govern themselves in peace, the 
present intervention will of necessity as- 
sume a permanent form and annexation 
may come.

REASONS FOR TAFT'S STEP. 


Governor Taft's proclamation was as 


follows: 


"To the People of Cuba: The failure 


of congress to act on the irrevocable 
resignation of the president of the re- 
public of Cuba or to elect a successor 
leaves the country without a government 
at a, time when great disorder prevails 
and requires that, pursuant to the re- 
quest of Mr. Palma the necessary steps 
be taken in. the name and by the author- 
ity of the president of the United States 
to restore order and protect life and 
property in the island of Cuba and the 
islands and keys adjacent thereto ^and 
for this purpose to establish therein a 
provisional government: The provisional 
jovernment hereby established will be 
iiaintained only long enough to' restore

The Cuban flag will be hoisted as 
usual over the government buildings of 
the island; all the executive departments 
and provincial and 
municipal govern- 


ment's, including that of the city of Ha- 
vana, will continue to be administered 


under the Cuban republic; the courts 


will continue to administer justice, «nd 
all the.laws not in their nature inappli- 
cable by reason of the temporary and, 
emergent character of the government^ 
will be in force. 


LONGER DELAY DANGEROUS. 
''President Roosevelt has been most 


anxious to bring about peace under th« 
constitutional government of Cuba, and 
he made every endeavor to avoid th« 
present step. Longer delay, however, 
would bo dangerous in view of the rcxig' 
nation of the cabinet.

soon as" a Plate Is admitted In- ] 


to the Union it begins to agi- 
tate the subject of a capltol. 
It is not unlikely that the 


structure, which has afforded shelter 
to the territorial government would 
have furnished an adequate lodging 
for tho new executive and legislating 
bodies for some time to come, but It Is 
a. matter In which economy cuts no 
especial figure. 
No citizen of a bud- 


ding commonwealth, however critical 
he may be In regard to public expendi- 
ture In general, Is inclined to grumble 
over the size of an appropriation for a 
smtchouse. 
It Is only when tho ap- 


propriations are demanded too freely 
nnd the end Is not In sight that ho 
becomes •& feformor In this respect. 


Thus It has been fiom the beginning 


of the republic. Tho original thirteen 
states made ' hasto t.o provide them- 
selves with public buildings attuned 
to their newborn greatness. 
Some of 


these structures 
were 
architectural 


marvels indeed. - Architecture had not 
yet taken a deep root in North Ameri- 
ca, and It was still unpatriotic to Im- 
port It. Tho colonial style of that day 
was "an''attempt to break away from 
everything that had been used In for- 
eign countries, a courageous - attempt 
to "go It alone." 
Before long, how- 


ever, our native architects awoke to 
tho truth that Europe had no mo- 
nopoly of the -classic Ideas of Rome 
and'Athens; that'the American people 
were Joint heirs,-to that .glorious. heri- 
tage. 
' .-Then all-of. our public, bul.ldlngs^bc- 


c*a:me: severely1 classic. 
The massive 


column—Doric/ Ibh'lc'-'ahoV' Corinthian— 
etip'portod 'thecsculpltircd 'facade, and 
th,e, dome^appeared.ev.ej'.ywhere.

was putting tho curb roof on all tho 
buildings of Paris which chanced to 
bo unprovided' with- them, -deserted 
their traditions. 
Art critics wrote 


despairingly of the depraved 
archi- 


tectural taste of the American public 
They still found some charm in the 
Parthenon, but they declared that the 
classic imitations In this country were 
both tasteless and absurd. 


It became' the fashion to shake the 


head whenever any- of our capltols 
wera mentioned,. -All things, colonial 
were especially.condemned. The cla.3- 
iic predilections of the early designers 
of the state .capltols were 'ridiculed, 
and the'fruits of their'labor were de- 
clared to be intolerable. All at once, 
with singular unanimity, public struc- 
tures in styles denominated Eenais- 
sance of various kinds sprang up on 
all sides.- -Modern- French and-Italian 
modifications .rpso -on every hand, and 
the'mansard root, crowned them tri- 
umphantly,,. 


Fortunately 'this architectural lapse 


was brief, and few capitols wcro rear- 


house destroyed by fire. It Is claimed 
for it that it Is the only public build- 
ing of equal magnitude that has been 
finished within the time specified and 
the cost of which'has been kept within

Most original estimates of 


state capitols havo fallen so wide of 
the mark that no one puts confidence 
in them. Tho Harrisburg building, for 
which the sum of J4.000.000 was set 
aside, proved to be a notable exception 
to this rule—the building commission 
has announced that It will turn into 
the state treasury between J30.000 and 
$40,000 remaining after all the ac- 
counts are closed. 


The new capltol at Harrisburg was
